The "Committee of. the Hongkong 
Temperance Hall have to lay before the 
Subscribers a Statement of Accounts for 
the period: ending 30th April, 1877. The 
amount of Subscriptions and Donations re- 


‘eeived is $1,086.81.’ The sum of $868.45- 


has been expended in Furniture, and $200 
on 4 Pianette. Nearly 20 %, or say $168.45, 
has been written off for depreciation of the 
eneral furniture, and the account now 
stands at $900.: The sum of $236.10 has 
been expended in special expenses, which 
inolude sundry repairs, carpentering, gasfit- 
ting, &c., and gratuities to the. present 
Manager in lieu of any’ fixed pay. . Of this 
sum the Committee have written off $153.05, 
The Working Account shows a profit of 
‘$41.06, but Unpaid Accounts amount to 
§176.51.- Profit and Loss Account shows a 
debit in consequence of the sums -written 
off Furniture and Special Expenses exceed- 
ing.the profit on the Working ‘Account. 
The Committee feel generally satisfied with 
the result of the first year’s experiment, 
and hope for active co-operation on tho part 
of all who are able to give it: tho Hall is 
evidently much appreciated by those who 
frequent it.
